Yesterday's edition saluted 


Junes H. Jones who not J«ne 
will retire «s superinttndmt of 
Hope Public Schools. From lltt 
to 1973 is • span of 4t years— 
and fortunate the man who 
manages well a difficult school 
post and finds he la honored by 
the community to the very end. 


Mr. Jones hit the highlight! of 


his career in Mrs. Rebecca 
Lazenby s interview Wed- 
nesday. 


I can add some background 


details about the early school 
system as I saw it upon my 
arrival in Hope in MM, and, 
somewhat later, as a three-year 
member of the School Board. 


In 1929 the old Garland High 


School stood on the courthouse 
site, a boggy piece of ground 
which 
was 
gradually 


demolishing the building. It was 
held together by iron rods 
which traversed the entire 
structure. 


The late D. L. Paisley was 


superintendent, followed by 
Miss Beryl Henry. Mr. Jones 
became principal si UN, and in 
1942 succeeded MSB Henry as 
superintendent. 


The first step toward im- 


proving a desperate situation 
was taken when the school 
district bought the Main and 
16th Sts. hilltop and built the 
present senior high school. 
There were some critics of the 
big land purchase, a site then 
quite remote from the central 
city. But the late Dr. Don 
Smith, School Board chairman, 
was a man of vision and put the 
project through. Today the high 
school hill area is fairly 
crowded. 


In Wednesday's interview 


Mr. Jones said "This district is 
in the best financial condition in 
its history"— which is the un- 
derstatement of the year ! In 
the three years I was a board 
member it was, to my way of 
thinking, flat broke. During the 
1929-33 depression school 
warrants were so depressed 
that the teachers had to 
discount them, first at 10 per 
cent, later at 20 per cent. The 
late George W. Robison, father 
of George W. Robison, Jr., who 
had the big Robison department 
store, told me the situation was 
so acute that he took school 
warrants without discount and 
held them as collateral against 
sales to school teachers- 
trusting some future day would 
return the warrants to par. 


Later, when I was a board 


member, I encountered a 
bizarre system of finance which 
was common in school business 
40 years ago. The Hope schools 
had a suable floating debt and 
the board was very careful 
never to make the mistake of 
reducing it. Because once the 
debt was decreased it couldn't 
be raised again. 


The theory was that if you 


paid anything on the debt that 
might be the margin by which 
you would be unable to operate 
the schools in the following 
year— because you couldn't 
borrow back what you had paid. 


The system kept the schools 


alive-hut to this day, every 
time I think of it I want to climb 
a wall. 


That's the picture James H. 


Jones walked into as a youngx 
Hope school administrator. 


That he lived through it, and 


brightened the picture into 
today's solvency, is the greatest 
tribute I can think of.

Cease-fire in 
Ireland turned 
down by British

DUBLIN (AP) - The Provi- 


sional wing of the Irish Re- 
publican Army sought a cease- 
fire In Northern Ireland three 
times In the last two weeks, but 
the British turned them down,

Nixon promt* 
no avoidable 
delay in peac 


PARIS (AP) - The United 


States pledged today that Presi- 
dent Nixon will not permit any 
avoidable delay in ending the 
Vietnam war. 


U.S. Ambassador William J. 


Porter told the 168th weekly 
session of the Paris peace 
talks: 


"We had hoped, as you know, 


to reach an agreement earlier. 
We worked hard to bring this 
about, but the issues in this 
long conflict are complex, as 
all recognise, and can be nei- 
ther dismissed nor distorted. 


"We reiterate to you our 


President's firm intention to 
permit no avoidable delay in 
ending this war and entering a 
period of peace and reconstruc- 
tion. Peace, when it comes, will 
be all the more stable and en- 
during if it is the result of plan- 
ning careful and equitable rela- 
tionships for the future." 


In an apparent reference to 


the secret talks between Henry 
A. Kissinger and Le Due Tho, 
Porter said: 


"In this present phase, then, 


we should respect each other's 


problems and concerns, and we 
should have faith that the 
serious purpose demonstrated 
and 
the 
major 
progress 


achieved will lead at an early 
date to a mutually satisfactory 
final result. I believe we all 
owe it to our people, who have 
confidence in us, to continue 
the .efforts which have keen 
made thus tar and bring them 
to a successful conclusion."

tive, Pham Dang Lam, repeat- 
ed his government's demand 
for withdrawal of all North 
Vietnamese forcea in the South. 


He Mid it was also "absolute- 


ly necessary to restore the 
militarised cone which 
North Vietnamese troops 
crossed massively last March 
to invade South Vietnam in bla- 
tant violation of the 1K4 Gen- 
eva accords." 


He said the internal political

With the horrified crowd watch- 
ing, they plunged to a rooftop 
of an adjoining building - a 
fall of eight stories. 


Each fall was accompanied 


by a scream from the crowd. 


"The first girl ... fell 


straight," said Mark Wheeler 
D, who watched from the 
street. "The others came out 
sommersaulting and hitting the 
edge of the building as they 
came down." 


Pat Tynes watched from the 


roof of the building to which 
the women plunged. 


He said firemen tried four 


times to shoot a rope to the wo- 
men above, getting enough 
height, but aiming wide of the 
mark. 


"After each shot, they had to 


reload the gun, rewind the rope 
and set up for another shot," 
Tynes said. "Time was so dam- 
ned precious." 


In still another attempt at 


rescue, helicopter pilot Albert 
Carrigan tried to get a rope to 
the women. 


"I got to the corner of t!«e 


building just in time to see the 
last one fall," Carrigan said. 
"It was sickening." 


Two who survived the fall 


had their impact broken by 
men on the lower roof who 
linked arms and tried to catch 
them. They were listed in criti- 
cal condition with internal in- 
juries. 


The fourth victim of the fire, 


a man, was found on the 14th 
floor stairwell, apparently r> 
suffocation victim. 


Meanwhile, eight men were 


trapped on the roof of the burn- 
ing Rault Center, an office-resi- 
dence complex. 


"We were in a race with that 


smoke and I just knew we were 
losing, and that 'copter was the 
most beautiful thing I had ever 
seen," said Cal Grevemberg. 


John Lockwood, an oil com- 


pany helicopter pilot, was fly- 
ing by the center when he saw 
the fire and spotted the men 
through a haze of tar-stained 
smoke. 


Lockwood landed at City Hall 


to let out a passenger and then 
went back to the rooftop. He 
evacuated six in two trips. An- 
other 'copter got die remaining 
two, just before the root gave 
way. 


The fire KUtted the 15th ar,d 


16th floors, lite top floor was 
occupied by the exclusive mem- 
ber-only Lamplighter Club. 


San Salvador said there ia a 


possibility of arson because 
there was a smaller fire In the 
club cloakroom earlier tot the 
day.

Trouble 
ahead for 
U.S. quest? 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
N.Y. 


(AP) - The United States 
received prelimary approval 
today of its quest for a reduced 
U.N. budget assessment. But 
trouble could lie ahead, and it 
may sound like a replay of the 
procedural wrangle that accom- 
panied China's membership 
fight. 


U.S. failure in the long run 


would leave Congress and the 
General Assembly in open con- 
flict, with the United States 
likely to lapse into the red on 
its U.N. bill. 


The United States counted on 


the remaining vestiges of good 
will it created by helping Eu- 
rope and Japan recovered from 
World War II to put the meas- 
ure across. 


A narrow victory was fore- 


cast in the budget committee of 
the General Assembly deep its 
opposition from the Soviet bloc, 
China and many countries of 
Africa and Asia not, yet inde- 
pendent when the war was 
fought. 


The U.S. delegation is acting 


at the direction of Congress, 
which decided to lower the 
American share of the regular 
budget from 31.52 per cent to II 
per cent in 1974. Under the 
U.N. charter, the assembly and 
its organs reserve the right to 
levy assessments, largely on 
the basis of ability to pay. 


The reduction would have 


amounted to about $13 million 
on this year's budget.

With C h r i s t m a s drawing 
near and the toy market 
flooded with goodies, con- 
cerned parents worry about 
the safety aspect of the toys 
sold. And so it is gratifying 
to learn of the precautions 
taken by major toy manufac- 
turers. 


On the top floor of one of 
the largest manufacturing 
facilities in New York City n 
group of laboratory techni- 
cians runs daily tests for im- 
pact, weather resistance, 
t o x I c i t y, flammability, vi- 
bration and biting. Biting? 


Yes, biting. For that's 
what children often do to 
toys. This is the safety labo- 
ratory at Ideal where toys, 
games, dolls and outdoor 
recreation equipment for the 
entire family are turned out. 


The laboratory, in opera- 
tion since 1948, is under the 
supervision of Alvin R. 
Miller who has a master's 
degree in chemistry and has 
been with the firm since the 
Jab became part of it. 


"Safety in the toy industry 
starts the moment a new 
product is conceived," Lio- 
nel A. Weintraub, president 
of the company, explained. 


"Our safety committee, 
made up of top manufactur- 
ing, engineering and product 
development personnel, sees 
l prototype of every prod- 
fat its initial stage. So our 


rigid standards, as well 


as those of the Food and 
Drug Administration and 
Toy Manufacturers Associa- 
tion of America, are met and 
surpassed. We started in 
toys in 1902 with the Teddy

Crossing the threshhold of 
the laboratory a visitor is 
confronted with vast arrays 
of exotic equipment devel- 
oped, according to Wein- 
traub. "to change The nature 
of safety testing from a sub- 
jective existence to objec- 
tive reality. 


"What Is a sharp edge? 
That's difficult to define. 
Now, we have measures 
which give us valid defini- 
tions in all areas." 


Among the most dramatic 


testa are those for: 
• Biting—in which syn- 
thetic jaws close on a prod- 
uct and if it breaks, the test 
has been failed. 


• Laceration—utilizing a 


special foam which simu- 
lates skin. The object being 
tested is held under pressure 
against a rotating foam- 
covered cylinder to see if the 


object will cut skin. 


• Flammability—in which 


fabrics are subjected to a 
torch flame located in an en- 
closed hood. 


• Impact—to see if a toy 


can be dropped w i t h o u t 
b r e a k i n g , it is tested in 
three ways—by dropping the 
toy from various heights to 
the floor, by having a metal 
ball plunge 6«/i feet into the 
object being tested and <"»th 
rod pressure applitd to parts 
inaccessible in the drop test. 


•Weather—in a variety of 


tests which determine abil- 
ity to withstand rain, intense 
sunlight, humidity and rapid 
changes from extreme heat 
to extreme cold—as though 
the toy were being taken 
from a warm house to the 
cold outdoors. 


• Alkalinity —acidity and 


toxic tty, through a series of 
ph and other chemical and 
biological tests. 


• Vibration—in an appa- 


ratus which shakes the prod- 
uct vigorously to see if It can 
survive shipping. 


"The entire laboratory is 


behind the toy safety effort," 
Weintraub said. "In addition 
to the equipment designed 
specifically for safety, the 
laboratory houses replicas of 
every type of e q u i p m e n t 
used in our manufacturing 
process to pretest all con- 
struction. This includes in- 
jection, blow and rotation 
molding machines, thermo- 
statically controlled ovens, 
deep freeze and refrigeration 
equipment and an infinite 
variety of analytical appara- 
tus to check materials." 


What happens if there is a 


disagreement in the safety 
committee? 


"The president decides," 


W jintraub stated. "But that 
seldom happens. We're all 
aware of our primary obli- 
gations to children and their 
parents."

OAK ISLAND, Nova Scotia 


—(NBA) — The story prob- 
ably began in 1795. Probably. 
Nothing about the story is 
sure. Nothing. History has it 
that three young men were 
exploring the eastern edge 
of this lonely cay when they 
stumbled i n t o a curious 
clearing. In the middle of the 
clearing was a large tree 
with a branch lopped off. On 
that branch was an ancient 
rigging of maritime ball and 
tackle. And below the rig- 
ging, in the spongy earth, 
was an elaborate, bizarre, 
damnable hole which has ex- 
cited and confounded adven- 
turers for the nearly two cen- 
turies since.

Man- 
made, w i t h o u t question. 
Someone, s o m e time, for 
some reason, had fitted the 
shaft with at least a dozen 
log platforms at 10-foot in- 
tervals. 


On one of the levels, so it's 
said, there rested a reward 
fit for royalty. Shortly after 
the shaft was discovered a 
team of sweaty excavators 
was supposed to have un- 
earthed a crudely written 
( e t c h e d in flagstone) an- 
nouncement, left by the or- 
iginal diggers no d o u b t , 
which read: "Forty feet be- 
low two million pounds are 
buried." 


Thus began the mystery of 


Oak Island. A tiny spot of 
scrubby vegetation, a few 
hundred yards into Mahone 
Bay, 45 miles southwest of 
Halifax, the land has become 
a death trap for some and a 
delight for others. Beneath 
this wind-blown 130 acres is 
interred either pirate booty, 
Inca gold, a king's ransom 
or nothing but the giggling 
e c h o s of some long ago 
prankster. But whatever it 
is, men have now spent more 
than |2 million o v e r 177 
years to find it, and this 
search makes the cay one of 
the oldest, most exasperating 
"treasure islands" in the 
world. 


By any measure, the years 


of hunting have been marked 
with incompetence, naivete 
and habitual ignorance. Ev- 
erybody f r o m trespassing 
children to well-heeled con- 
sortiums has taken turns 
picking away at what has be- 
come Known as the island's 
"Money Pit " In the process 
six men have died (four at 
one time, in 1965), self inter- 
est has made legend of reali- 


Part of the reason for the 


island's unlocked secret is 
t h e ingenious engineering 
ability of whomever first laid 
i! to rest (observers agree 
the task must have taken at 
least 200 men at least two 
years). The Money Pit shaft 
rested atop two 500 foot "pro- 
tection" tunnels which were 
connected to the bay. At high 
tide, the tunnels filled with 
water, but were kept from 
the shaft itself (it's believed) 
by an airlock formed by the 
alternating layers of plat- 
form sealings. When early 
explorers, in their eagerness, 
broke through the platforms, 
the pressure dropped and the 
shaft filled with the sea. Dig- 
gers in 1804 barely escaped 
the first floods with their 
livjs. 


But the lust of humankind, 


too, is to blame for the dec- 
ades of largely unproductive 
search here. In their haste to 
get the goods, generations of 
explorers have all but oblit- 
erated much of the island's 
early promise. In the 1840s, 
according to some versions, 
excavators came within a 
few yards of what was be- 
lieved to be a platform con- 
taining several pirate chests, 
then blew the bounty with 
carelessness. The s h a f t 
caved in and the chests, if 
that's what they were, fell 
to new and even more im- 
penetrable d e p t h s . Since 
then the island has been dug 
and redug to an extent that 
old landmarks have been 
destroyed, old maps are now 
useless, old leads now dead. 


Still, t h e r e remains the 


magnetic, almost mystical 
lure. And some tantalizing 
bits of evidence. Gold links 
were found in the teeth of 
one excavation drill in 1849, 
ancient parchment was un- 
c o v e r e d in 1897 — and a 
h e a r t-shaped, hand-crafted 
stone which was dug out in 
1931 was determined by the

ty and reality of legend, and 
the treasure itself — "buried 
by men much more clever 
t h a n we" — is perhaps no 
nearer the surface now than 
ever. 


Smithsonian Institution to be 
identical to those found at 
entrances to b u c c a n e e r 
"communal banks" in Haiti 
and Madagasgar. 


Indeed. It's all very tan- 


talizing. " S o m e t h i n g is 
buried out there," insists 
Ivan Shortliffe, a collector of 
Oak I s l a n d memorabilia. 
And if it's t r e a s u r e , it 
wouldn't be the first gold 
found in the area. Shortliffe 
says an area ragpicker, 
earlier this century, sudden- 
ly stopped working one day 
and lived for the rest of his 
life in suspicious splendor. 
Children who approached his 
property, on the shore, were 
c h a s e d away. Questions 
about his income were ig- 
nored. "When he died," says 
Shortliffe, "the old man left 
a trust fund that still buys a 
grave for anyone here who 
wants to be buried for free. 
Yes, yes, many people feel 
the old man found a treas- 


ure." 


So it is here, despite re- 
peated Oak Island failures, 
the enticement, continues. 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
put some money into one ex- 
pedition in the IMOt. TeiM 
oil companies have sunk ex- 
ploratory shafts. People with 
divining rods and radar con- 
trivances have given it • go. 
"I am on the trail of greet 
wealth," said 86-year-old 
circus performer Robert 
Restall here in 1910. Pew 
months later he fell and died 
in his shaft; so did his eon 
and two others who Jumped 
in to pull him out. 


And the digging goes on. 
Presently the operation is 
under the control of SB-year- 
old, one time well-to-do Mi- 
ami construction contractor 
D a n i e l Blankenship. He 
heard about Oak Island in 
1965, then read "every pirate 
book in the Dade County 
Library." W i t h that as a 
start, Blankenship wound up 
his Florida business, got la 
a car and drove to Nova 
Scotia. "I was bit. That's all. 
Maybe I was a fool—I made 
$100,000 in my last year in 
Miami and I've spent a tot 
of it here. But what could I 
do? It was like a 
I saw it and had to climb." 


Blankenship has done prec- 
ious little climbing here, nat- 
urally — Oak cay is as flat 
as a coat of paint. But he 
has apparently reached a 
level of vision, and opportu- 
nity, few of his predecessors 
enjoyed. Financed by a pa- 
tient group of millionaires 
(who've spent 9800,000 in six 
years), he has gone about his 
experiment scientifically as 
well as expensively. He early 


. . _ ideas about the 
original Money Pit (like 
many ottMri, he feels that 
the shaft was merely a de- 
coy), and has recently been 
cpaceaitrattM on a hole of 
hteewa.yo feet closer to the 
water. Using diving gear, 
two-way radios, tape record- 
en and even TV cameras he 
bos feet his entire wad that 
"Whatever it Is, and I'm not 
saying what it is, is right 
below our feet. I know some- 
thine is down there. I've seen 
it with my own two eyes." 


W h a t Blankenship has 
seen, via a watertight TV 
eye, has been both grotesque 
and intriguing.

The 
images clear as mud. Even 
Blankenship a d m i t s that 
"After all this time, I may 
be seeing what I want to 
see." 


Certainly Blankenship, like 


so many other Oak Island 
prospectors, could be for- 
given some honest exaggera- 
tion. His lot for six years 
(six days a week) has been 
much more frustration than 
fruition. "So many times," 
he says, "we h a v e been 
close. But then something 
happens." Some years ago, 
while drilling, the Blanken- 


• ship crew hit something so 


hard it stopped a diamond 
bit. "It has to be iron at 
least," they decided. Then, 


• after applying full power, the 
drill went through. "We 
that whatever it was 


in the drill 


• foot sec- 
tions. I warned the men that 


• we were going too fast. But 


we w e r e all eager. Then, 
finally, when we got to the 
last casing, we all heard this 
loud noise. Whatever was 
lodged broke loose and fell 
all the way back down. My 
God. What a disappointment. 
I felt like going out and get- 
ting stone drunk." 


Besides the disappoint- 


'; ment, there has been con- 
siderable d a n g e r . Once, 
when lowered 120 feet below 
the water level in his shaft, 
Blankenship discovered that 
the air hose to his diving cap 
.was k i n k e d . "I had this 
{emergency air tank strapped 
to my leg. Good thing. I told 


; my men to get me the hell 


< out of there. As it was, by 
' the time I got out (slowly, to 
prevent the bends) I had one 


breath of air left." 


Yet, with it all, Dan Blank- 


enship d i g s on. And he 
doesn't e v e n care if he 
brings up treasure any more, 
"just so I find something 
down there." He says he has 
discovered a h u g e round 
cavern near the bottom of 
his shaft, with a pair of blind 
room-like dugouts on either 
side. Surely, he speculates, 
with an unspoken prayer, 
"this must be it." But must 
it really? And even if it is, 
what, after all, is "it?" 


No fewer than IS major 


operations have dug into Oak 
Island in the last nine dec- 
ades. But to this day nobody 
knows what the burrowers 
have been after. Inca gold? 
Unlikely. Crown Jewels? Pre- 
posterous. One fellow has 
said the treasure is money, 
"at the bottom of an inverted 
pyramid," left there by God 
for the poor. The most likely 
possibility is that Oak Island 
was used by pirates as a 
kind of Z u r i c h in Nova 
Scotia, a place where the bad 
guys could hide their ill-got- 
ten loot in a common vault 
for a common cause. Such, 
at least, was done in other 
. parts of the world. 


There are those, of course, 


joy-killers all, who believe 
the whole thing is a gigantic 
fraud. That half truths gave 
b i r t h to the Oak Island 
legend and pranksters have 
kept it alive. The view is that 
pirates may have socked 
something away at one time 
(why else the elaborate 
money pit?), but then re- 
moved it and left the shaft 
network here as a ruse. Says 
one local: "I can see them 
laughing in t h e i r graves 
now." 


But who knows? Perhaps 


we never shall know. And 
perhaps, in a way, we never 
should. "I saw enough to 
know there was a treasure 
buried here," said a pros- 
pector who failed late last 
century, "and e n o u g h to 
know that no one will ever 
get it out."

Sudden Baby Death 
Is Not Rare Problem 


By Lawrence Laata, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—Thank 


you for your response to the 
sudden infant death (crib 
death) question in your col- 
umn. It is obvious that you 
are aware of the great need 
of parents to have assurance 
that they are in no way re- 
sponsible for the death of 
their child. Would it be pos- 
sible for you to refer any 
future family to the Founda- 
tion? We have found it is a 
great help for the bereaved 
family to be able to com- 
municate with another fam- 
ily who has experienced the 
same tragedy. Since this 
tragedy strikes at least 10,- 
000 babies a year in the 
United States, there are a 
great many of us. 


Dear ReaaVr—I am glad to 


know that your organization, 


, The National Foundation for 
Sudden Infant Death, Inc. 
(203 N. Wabash Avenue, 


. Suite 1804, Chicago, Illinois 
60601. and in New York, 1501 
Broadway, New York, N.Y. 
10036) is helping bereaved 
families with this problem. 
After the column on crib 
[deaths I received a great 
Ideal of mail as you would 
I guess because of the fre- 
Iquency of this problem. Your 
(organization is providing a 
I great service in educating 
I people about the nature of 
•this disease. The literature 
Ithat you provide to people 
|is on target. 


As you know, the cause of 


crib deaths is not known al- 
Ithough there are several 
•theories. The basic facts 
Icited in one of your pam- 
Iphlets should be useful to 
•many people pointing out 
•that these deaths are not 
•caused by suffocation, asp- 
iration, or regurgitation: that 
the disease is not conta- 
gious; and it is not heredi- 
tary. 


Many of the letters I have 


deceived suggest that people 
Uuak that this is caused by 
modern problems of pollu- 
tion, water supply and the 
and I was pleased to 
that one of your book- 


lets points out that this dis- 
order is as old as the Old 
Testament and was at least 
as frequent in the 18th cen- 
tury as it is now, before we 
had some of our problems 
of modern civilization. 


It certainly is a tragedy 


that when a family is faced 
with this problem, they 
may be accused of being 
negligent of having mis- 
treated the child. I suspect 
this 
p r o b l e m 
is even 


worse now that child abuse 
has become a common so- 
cial problem. It is only na- 
tural that law enforcement 
officers 
might raise this 


question when a sudden un- 
explained death such as a 
crib death occurs. Such a 
question could hardly be 
raised at a more inappropri- 
ate time as far as the be- 
reaved parents are con- 
cerned. I also like the point 
that a baby sitter or a sib- 
ling caught in one of tuese 
events may have a problem 
afterward. I hope your or- 
ganization will help to edu- 
cate people that these 
deaths may occur suddenly 
within less than five minutes 
in apparently healthy chil- 
dren and for no apparent 
cause. 


Because I have done a lot 


of work on irregularities of 
the heart, I personally sus- 
pect that a good many of 
these may be related to a 
sudden stopping of the heart. 
If the heart doesn't resume 
beating 
effectively 
within 


five minutes time, it is usual- 
ly too late, and there is noth- 
ing to see on examination 
afterward. 


I hope readers of this col- 


umn who know parents who 
are faced with this problem 
will refer them to the Na- 
tional Foundation at the ad- 
dress given above.

Louisiana University will have 
the first physical therapy 
students to work on the hospital 
ship S.S. Hope, according to 
Miss Champ* Philips, director 
of 
the 
physical 
theapy 


curriculum at NLU. 


Terming the floating hospital 


internship "an experiment for 
them and a challenge for us," 
Miss Philips said several 
Northeast students will be 
selected to Join the S.S. Hope for 
two or three months as part of a 
six-month clinical affiliation 
necessary for a degree in 
physical therapy. 


Sharron Phillips is an In- 


structor who assists students in 
their pre-clinical clerkship at 
St. Joseph's Home, and Beth 
Lawrence of Hope teaches 
students at the sophomore and 
junior levels. Each of the 
women is a licensed physical 
therapists. 


The curriculum director said 


the students would travel to the 
ship wherever it i» located and 
will have the opportunity there 
to see many more types and 
degrees of illnesses not seen In 
the United States. These top 
physical therapy students will 
also get to work with medical 
doctors who are recognised 
specialists and who devote 
several months to practice on 
the ship. 


Other clinical affiliations 


being sought are with hospitals 
in Ariiona and Georgia, and in 
Scotland. Miss Philips, who 
served as physical therapist 
with the S.S. Hope In 1993, said 
the Northeast program ia 
seeking to offer at least one 
affiliation in a foreign country 
to every student in the 
program. The advantage of 
foreign clinical experience 
beyond promoting international 
interest, she said, is that many 
countries use different treat- 
ments which students can bring 
back to Louisiana.

care profession whose prac- 
titioners work in hospitals, 
clinics, nursing homes and 
private practice.

The shipboard experience 


would be part of a four-anoVa- 
half-year degree offering in 
physical therapy, an expanding 
curriculum at Northeast that is 
aiming for a fully accredited 
degree program by the spring 
of 1974. 


Dr. Clark said accreditation 
u sought from the American 
Physical Therapy Association 
and the American Medical 
Association. 
The 
NLU 


curriculum can not be offered 
for approval until it has its first 
class of seniors. Presently eight 
Juniors are enrolled. 


"A sincere desire to help their
